The Trust Question 
Must 
Be Dealt 


With. 


Mi. Toastmaster, Gentlemen: 


Today I wish to speak to 
%<ou on 


the question of the control and reg- 
-which are popularly, although rather 
ulation of those 
great 
corporations 


which are popularly, although rather 
vaguely, 
known as trusts; 
dealing 


mostly" with what has actually been 
accomplished in the way of legislation 
and in the way of enforcement ot 
legislation during the past eighteen 
months, the period covering the two 
sessions of the Fifty-seventh congress. 
At the outset I shall ask you to re- 
member that I do not approach the 
subject either from the standpoint of 
those who speak of "themselves as an- 
ti-trust or 
anti-corporation 
peaple, 


nor yet from the standpoint of those 
who are fond of denying'the existence 
of evils in the trusts, or who apparent- 
ly proceed upon the assumption that if 
a corporation is large enough it can 
do no wrong. 
Not Against Wealth. 


I think I speak for the great major- 


ity of the American people when I say 
that we are not in the least against 
wealth as such, whether individual or 
corporate; that we merely desire to 
see any abuse of corporate or com- 
bined wealth corrected and remedied; 
that we do not desire the abolition or 
destruction of big corporations, but, 
on the contrary, recognize them as be- 
ing in many cases efficient economic 
instruments." the results of an inevita- 
ble process of economic evolution, and 
only desire to see them regulated ;md 
controlled so far as may be necessary 
to subserve the public good. We should 
be false to the historic principles of 
our government 
if we discriminated, 


either for or against a nun because 
of either his wealth or his poverty. 
There is no proper place in our society 
either by legislation or administration 
either for the i ich man who uses the 
power conferred by his riclres to en- 
able him to oppress and wrong his 
neighbors, nor yet for the demagogic 
ag-itytor who, 
instead 
of attacking 


abuses as all abuses should be attack- 
ed wherever found, attacks property, 
attacks prosperity, attacks 
men 
of 


wealth, as such, whether they be good 
or bad, attacks corporations whether 
they do well or 111, and seeks, in a spir- 
it of ignorant rancor to overthrow the 
very foundations upon which rest our 
national well-being. 


In consequence of the extraordinary 


industrial changes of the last half cen- 
tury, and notably of the last two 
or 


three decades, changes due mainly to 
the rapidity and complexity of our in- 
dustrial growth, 
we are confronted 


with problems w h i c h in their present 
Fhupe were unknown to our forefathers. 
Our gieat prosperity, with its accom- 
panying concentration of 
population 


and wealth, its extreme specialization 
of faculties, and its delevopment of 
giant industrial leaders, has brought 
much good and some evil, and it is as 
/orjlish to ignoie the good a.s w i l l f u l l y 
to blind ourselves to the evil. 


The evil has been partly the inevita- 


ble 
accompaniment of 
the 
social 


changes, and where this is the case it 
can bf cured neither by law nor by Ihe 
administration of the 
law, the only 


remedy lying in the slow change 
of 


character and of economic envinor- 
merit. 
Hut for' a portion of the 
evil, 


at least, we think that remedies can be 
found. We know well the clanger o! 
false remedies, and we are against all 
violent, ladical, and unwise change. 
But we believe 
that by proceeding 


slowly, yet resolutely, with good sense 
and moderation, and also with a firm 
determination not to be swerved from 
our course either by foolish clamor or 
by any base or sinister influerice, we 
can accomplish much for the better- 
ment of conditions. 


Recalls Former Speech. 


Nearly two years ago, speaking at 


the state fair in Minnesota, I said: 


"It is probably true that the large 


majority of the fortunes that now e.x- 
ist in this country have been amassed, 
not by injuring our people, but as an 
incident to the conferring of gi-"at 
benefits upon the community, and th's, 
no matter what may have been the 
conscious purpose of those amassing 
them. 
TherP is but the scantiest jus- 


tification for most of the outcry against 
the men of wealth 
as such; and it 


oug-ht to be unnecessary to state that 
any appeal which directly or indirectly 
leads to suspicion and hatred among 


tunity, and therefore to shut the door 
of success against poor men of talent, 
and finally, which entails the possibil- 
ity of lawlessness and violence, is an 
attack upon the fundamental proper- 
ties of American citizenship. Our in- 
terests are at bottom common; in the 
long run we go up or go down together. 
Yet more and more it is evident that 
the state, and if necessary the nation, 
has got to possess the right of super- 
vision and 
control as regards 
the 


great corporations which are its Cre- 
atures; 
particularly as regards thie 


great business combinations which, de- 
i ive a portion of their Importance from 
the existence of some monopolistic ten- 
dency. 
The right should be exercised 


with caution and self-restraint; but it 
should exist, so that Jt'may be invoked 
if the need arises." 


Lust fall in speaking at Cincinnati I 


sard: 


"The necessary supervision and con- 


trol, in which I firmly believe as the 
only method of eliminating the real 
evils of the trusts, must come through 
wisely and cautiously framed legisla- 
tion, which shall aim in the first place 
to give definite control to some sov- 
ereign o\er the great corporations, and 
which shall be followed, when once this 
power has been conferred, by a system 
giving to the government the full know- 
ledge which is the essential for satis- 
factory 
action. 
Then, 
when 
this 


knowledge—-one of the essential fea- 
tures of which is proper publicity—has 
been gained, what further steps of any 
kind are necessary can be taken with 
the confidence born of the possession 
of power to deal with the subject, and 
of a thorough 
knowledge of what 


should and can be done in the ma,tter. 
We need additional power, and we need 
knowledge. 
* 
" 
* Such 
legislation 


—whether obtainable now or obtain- 
ible only after a constitutional amend- 
ment—should provide for a reasonable 
supervision, the most prominent fea- 
:ure of which at first should be pub- 
icity; that is, the making public, both 
:o the go\ernment authorities and to 
:he people at large, the essential facts 
n which the public is concerned. This 
would give us exact knowledge 
of 


Tiany points which are now not only in 
doubt but the subject of fierce con- 
.roversy. 
Moreover, the mere fact of 


the publication would cure some very 


rave evils, for the light of day is a de- 


terrent to 
wi ong-doing. 
It 
would 


doubtless disclose 
other 
evils with 


which, for the time 
being, we could 


devise no way to grapple. Finally, it 
would disclose others which could be 
grappled with and cured by further 
egislative action." 


In my message to congress for 1901 


I said: 


"In the interest of the whole people 


:he nation should, without interfering 
with the power of the states in 
the 


matter, itself also assume power 
of 


supervision and regulation over all 
corporations doing an interstate busi- 
ness." 


The views thus expressed have now 


eceived effect by the wise, conserva- 
ive, and yet 
far-reaching legislation 


enacted by congress at its last session. 


Work of Congress. 


In its wisdom congress enacted the 


•ery important law - providing a de- 
>artment of commerce and labor, and 
urther providing 
therein tinder the 


ecretary of commerce and labor for a 
c rnrnissioner of corporations, charged 
vith the duty of supervision of and of 
naking intelligent investigation 
into 


he organization and 
conduct of cor- 


porations engaged in interstate com- 
nerce. His powers to expose illegal 
r hurtful practices and to obtain all 
nformation needful for the purposes of 
urther intelligent legislation seem ad- 
qu.ite; and the publicity justifiable 
ind proper for1 public purposes is sat- 
sfactorily guaranteed. The law was 
>assed at the very end of the session of 
ongress. Owing to the lateness of its 
passage congress was not able to pro- 
•ide proper equipment for the new de- 
partment; and the 
firsT few months 


nust necessarily bo spent in^the work 
f organization, and the first investiga- 
ions must necessarily be of a tentative 
haracter. 
The satisfactory develop- 


nent of such a system 
requires time 


ind great labor. 
Those who are in- 


trusted with the administration of the 
new law will assuredly administer it 
In a spirit of absolute fairness and jus- 
tice and of entire fearlessness, 
with 


the firm purpose not to hurt any cor- 
poration doirrg a legitimate business— 
on the contrary to help it—anc1" on the 
other hand, not to spare any corpora- 
tion which may be 
guilty of illegal 


practices, or the methods of which may 
m.ike it a menace to the public welfare. 
Some subslantial good will be done in 
the immediate future; and as the de- 
partment gets fairly to work under the 
law an ever larger vista for goon work 
will be opened along the lines indicated. 
The enactment of this law is one of the 
most significant contributions which 
have been made in our time toward 
the nrooer solution of the problem of 
the relations to the people of the great 
corporations and corporate combina- 
tions. 


Discriminations. - 


But much though this is, it is only a 


[part of what has been done in the ef- 
fort to ascertain and correct improper 
tiust or monopolistic practices. 
Some 


eighteen months 
ago the industrial 


commission, an able and non-partisan 
body, reported to congress the result 
of th"ir investngation of trusts and in- 
dustrial combinations. 
One of the 


most important 
of their conclusions 


was that discriminations 
in freight 


rates and facilities were granted favor- 
ed shippers by the railroads and that 
these discriminations clearly tended 
toward the control of 
production and 


prices in many fields of business; by 
laige cornbrnatlons. That this conclu- 
sion was justifiable was shown by the 
disclosures in the Investigation of rail- 
road methods pursued in the f a l l and 
winter of 1901-1002. It was then shown 
that certain trunk linos hud entered 
into unlawful ugieements 
,-IK to 
Ihe 


transportation of food products from 
the west to the A t l a n t i c seaboard, giv- 
ing a few favored shippers rates much 
below the tariff charges imposed upon 
the smaller dealer!! 
and the general 


public. 
These unjust practices had 


prevailed to such an extent and for so 
long a time that many of the smaller 
shippers had be-on drlvon out of busi- 
ness, until pructlcally one buyer of 
grain on each rnilw-iy sjyHtem had been 
able by his illegal advantage to secure 
a monopoly on the line with which his 
secret compact was made; this mono.p- 
oly enabling him to fix the price to both 
producer and consumer. 
Many of the 


great packing house concerns were 
shown to be in combination with each 
other and with most of the great rail- 
w a y lines, whereby'they enjoyed laige 
secret concessions in 
rates and thus 


fresh and cured meat industry of the 
country. 
These fusions, though vlo- 


latlve of the statute, had prevailed un- 
checked for so many years that they 
had become intrenched in and inter- 
woven with the commercial life of cer- 
tain large distributing localities; al- 
though this was of course at the ex- 
pense of the vast body of law-abiding 
merchants, the general public, and par- 
ticularly of unfavored localities. 


Under those circumstances it was a 


serious problem to determine the wise 
course to follow 
in vitalizing a law 


which had in part become obsolete or 
proved incapable of enforcement. 
Of 


what the attorney general did in en- 
forcing it I shall speak later. The de- 
cisions of the courts upon the law had 
betrayed weaknesses and imperfections, 
some of them so serious as to render 
abortive efforts to apply any effective 
remedy for the existing evils. 
. 


It is clear that corporations created 


for quasi-public purposes, clothed for 
that reason with the ultimate power of 
the state to take 
private property 


against the will of the owner, hold their1 
corporate powers as carrier's in trust 
for the fairly impartial service of ail 
the public. 
Favoritism in the use of 


such .powers, unjustly enriching some 
and unjustly impoverishing others, dis- 
criminating in favor 
of some places 


and against others, is palpably viola- 
tive of plain principles of justice. Such 
a practice unchecked is hurtful in many 
ways. 
Congress, having had its at- 


tention drawn to the matter, enacted 
a most important 
anti-rebate 
law, 


which greatly strengthens 
the inter- 


slate commerce law. This new 
law 


prohibits under adequate penalties the 
giving and as well the demanding or 
receiving of such preferences, and pro- 
vides the preventive remedy of injunc- 
tion. 
The rigorous 
administration 


of this law, and it will be enforced, 
will, it is hoped, afford a substantial 
remedy for certain trust evils which 
have attracted .public attention and 
have created public unrest. 
This law represents 
a. noteworthy 


and important advance toward just and 
effective regulation of transportation. 
Moreover, its passage has been supple- 
mented by the enactment of a law 
to expedite the hearing of actions of 
public moment under the anti-trust 
act, known as the Sherman law, and 
pnder the act to regulate commerce, at 
the request of the attorney general; 
and furthermore, additional funds have 
been appropriated to be expended un- 
der the direction of the attorney gen- 
eral in the enforcement of these laws. 


Speaks Well of Knox. 


All of this represents a great anJ 


substantial advance in legislation. But 
more important even than legislation is 
the administration of the law, and I 
ask your attention for a moment to the 
way in which the law has been ad- 
ministered by the profound jurist and 
fearless public servant who now occu- 
pies the .position of attorney general, 
Mr 
1. Knox. 
The constitution enjoins 


upon the president that he shall take 
are that the laws be faithfully exe- 
cuted, and under this provision the 
attorney general formulated a policy 
which was in effect nothing but the 
rigid enforcement, by 
suits managed 


with consummate skill and ability, both, 
of the anti-trust law and-of the im- 
perfect provisions of the act to regulate 
commerce. 
The first step taken was 


the 
prosecution 
of fourteen 
suits 


against the principal railroads of the 
middle west, restraining them by in- 
junction from further violations 
of 


either of the laws in question. 


About the same time the case against 


the Northern Securities company was 
initiated. This was a corporation or- 
ganized under the laws of the state of 
New Jersey with a capital of $400,000,- 
000, 
the alleged purpose being to con- 


trol the Great Northern and the North- 
ern Pacific railroad 
companies, two 


parallel and competing lines extending 
across the northern tier of states from 
the Mississippi river to the 
Pacific 


ocean. 
Whatever the purpose its con- 


summation would have resulted in the 
contr ol of the two great railway systems 
ur'on whUh the people of the north- 
western states were so 
largely 
de- 


pendent for their supplies and to get 
their products to market being prac- 
tically merged into the New Jersey 
corporation. 
The 
proposition 
that 


these indepenclent systems of railroads 
should be merged under a single con- 
trol alarmed the people of the states 
concerned, lest they be subjected to 
what they deemed a monopoly of in- 
ter-state transportation and the sup- 
pression of competition. The governors 
of the states most deeply affected held 
n meeting to consider how to prevent 
the merger becoming 
effective 
and 


passed resolutions calling upon the na- 
tional government to enforce the anti- 
trust laws against the alleged combina- 
tion. When these resolutions were re- 
ferred to the attorney-general for con- 
sideration and advice, he reported that 
in his opinion the Northern Securities 
company and its control of the rail- 
roads mentioned was a combination in 
restraint of trade and was attempting 
a monopoly in violation of the national 
anti-trust law. Thereupon 
a suit 
in 


equity, which is now pending, was be- 
gun by the government to test the va- 
lidity of this transaction under the 
Sherman law. 


The Beef Trust. 


At nearly the s<tme time the dis- 


closures respecting the secret rebates 
enjoyed by the great packing house 
companies, coupled with the very high 
price of meats, led the attorney general 
to 
direct 
an Investigation 
into the 


methods of the so-called 
beef trust. 


The result was that 
he filed bills for 


injunction against six of the princi- 
pal packing house companies, and re- 
strained them from 
combining 
and 


agreeing upon prices at which they 
would sell their products in states oth- 
er than those in which their meats 
were prepared i'or market. 
Writs of 


injunction 
were 
issued 
accordingly, 


and since then, after full argument, the 
United States circuit court has made 
the injunction perpetual. 


The cotton Interests of the south, in- 


cluding growers, buyers and shippers, 
made complaint that they were suffer- 
ing great injury in their business from 
the methods of the southern railroads 
In the handling and transportation of 
cotton. 
They alleged that these rail- 


roads, by combined 
action under u. 


pooling arrangement to support their 
r::te schedules, had denied to the ship- 
pers the; right to elect over what roads, 
their commodities should be shipped, 
and that by dividing upon a fixed basis 
the cotton crop of the south all induce- 
ment to compete In rates for the trans- 
portation thereof was eliminated. Pro- 
ceedings we're instituted by the at- 
torney general under

copper, coffee, and sugar on Atlantic 
stations. 
Flour is slightly higher on 


an excellent export business. 


The industries, 
particularly 
iron, 


steel and lumber are active the country 
over. 
The spring crop of strikes is 


ecpual to the average, though most of 
them have appeared a trifle earlier, 
particularly in the building trades. 


Activity in lumber is a notable fea- 


ture just now, the only complaint be- 
ing of deliveries not being sufficient to 
meet the current demand. Shoe manu- 
facturing is in better shape than pre- 
viously. 


The pressure of foreign iron at the 


eastern seaboard markets is the reas- 
on assigned for the cut of $1 per ton 
in the southern foundry grades and the 
sympathetic weakening of 50 cents per 
ton on other kinds of pig iron at east- 
ern markets. 


Cut nails are higher, but the expected 


advance in black sheets has not oc- 
curred. 
Anthracite coal has exper- 


ienced the usual 'spring cut of 60 cents 
a ton, but the level is still forty cents 
higher than a year ago at this time, 
showing that the consumer has had to 
pay the expenses of last year's great 
strike.

Mississippi arid traffic was interrupted 
on railways in that vicinity, but on the 
whole the freight situation is more 
satisfactory 
than at any

time this year. 
Quicker transporta- 


tion has relieved the fuel pressure and 
the industrial situation would be un- 
precedentedly favorable were it not for 
the prevalence of labor disputes.

houses of 


Chicago. The dispute among the mem- 
bers of the boai d of trade regarding 
the question of "puts and 
calls," has 


reached such n stage that nine hundred 
member's, constituting a majority, de- 
clare that , unless they shall secure 
what they wish in the way of an 
amendment to pending legislation they 
will force through the legislature such 
a bill as will close the doors of the 
board of traje. 
There are nine- hun- 


dred member.1! of the board who arc 
opposed to eiglit directors. 
The ma- 


jority has drafted an amendment to a 
law passed in 1S74, which makes it a 
crime to deal in grain for future de- 
livery and which is still in effect. 
It 


thus prevents dealing in puts'and calls 
and the majority Jcsires to deal in 
these. 


The amendment drafted la but little 


different from the original law. Only 
fifty-five words are changed and these 
made, tiro 
intention of the 
trader, 


whether to deliver or 
receive grains 


contracted for, or put out, upon which 
conviction should be hinged. 
This 


amendment was drafted without the 
knowledge of the directors. 
Immedi- 


ately upon hearing of it, they drew up 
resolutions declaring against the meas- 
ure.

MONTEBELLO IS DISGRUNTLED 


He Says France Will Suffer Greatly 


Because He Was Dismissed from 


Important Port. 


The marquis 
de 
Montebello who 


was recently 
relieved 
of the am- 


bassadorship at St. Petersburg, is still 
prophesying dire things that will hap- 
pen to France because that misguided 
country took away from so important 
a post so Important a man. In an arti- 
cle recently printed in the Echo de 
Paris M. de 
Montebello 
asserts: "I 


spent half my fortune over my post. My 
'ather'was one of my predecessors and 
:or certain reasons I v/as the leading 
member of the diplomatic body. This 
exceptional advantage is now in the 
hands of the German ambassador, and 
it is certain that William II. will spare 
no effort to add to its brilliancy. There 
can be no personal vanity in the re- 
mark that M. Bompard, who is the ju- 
nior, and without diplomatic experi- 
ence, will feel this inferiority." The 
marquis said he was persona grata 
with the czar; and this seemed un- 
pardonable. "His majesty was much 
annoyed when I was recalled." 


The ex-ambassador auded: "At Com- 


piegne the susceptibilities of the min- 
isters' wives were aroused because my 
wife wore her bonnet at lunch. How 
could the martjuise suppose that this 
form of ettiquette would be ignored by 
them? They showed vexation because 
of her nssiduous attentions to the em- 
press, the fact being —at the czaritsa 
is exceedingly timid, and constantly 
sought the advice of one who was ad- 
mitted to her intimacy. 
If Mme. de 


Montebello had wished 
the empress 


would have never left her. The min- 
isters' wives would not have committed 
so many blunders if my wife had been 
appointed lady in waiting. The bap- 
tism of my child was the last straw. I 
had intended that the ceremony should 
take place after the fetes at my own 
chateau, with Princ<3 
Ouroussoff as 


godfather. Nicholas II. would not hear 
of it. He said to me, 'Tomorrow I 
shall remain at Compelgrie anJ we 
shall be able to fine! a spare half hour 
for the christening.'"
